3.  DECLARATION  OF  PURPOSE  •■■■■.• 

From  the  political  uncertainties  now  obvious  in  the  United.  States  —  the  Congress 
of  Freedom  was  born  of  necessity.  The  task  of  saving  freedom  in  America  Is  not,  ~~ 
in  our  opinion,  being  adequately  undertaken.  That  task  is  large  ,and  time  is  short. 
We  believe,  however*  that  if  the  American  people  can  be  awakened  it  is  not  too 
late  for  them  to  save  their  freedoms*

FIRST:  To  speedily  prepare  a  pointed  and  definite  program  of  action  embodying 
remedies*  which  revolve  around  to  main  objectives.  We  now  have  on  our  hands  in  . 
America  a  Federal  Government  with  unlimited  power  to  invade  the  field  . of  private 
business,  unlimited  power  to  tax  and  spend,  and  unlimited  power  to  do  economic' 
favors  for  voters  -  power  that  is  the  direct  result  of  a  systematic  subversion  of 
United  States  Constitution  designed  by  the  founding  fathers  to  prevent  any  accumu¬ 
lation  of  power  in  the  national  government  which  could  threaten  the  freedom  of  the 
American  people.  Yfe  have  an  America  that  has  been  shamelessly  exploited  by  inter¬ 
nationalists  -  an  exploitation  that  has  prodigally  used  the  lives  of  American  boys 
.  and  the  resources  of  our  Nation  for  the  perennial  and  insolvable  wars  of  Europe  - 
an  exploitation  that  seeks  to  make  permanent  huge  annual  handouts  from  our  Federal 
^.Treasury  to  foreign  peoples  -  an  Exploitation  that- contemplates  nothing  less,  than 
~  robbing  "us  of 'our  independence  as  a  nation,  Unless  the  enormoud  power  now  concen¬ 
trated  in  our  Federal  Government  is  drastically  reduced  that  power  ?/ill  eventually 
make  a  corpse  of  freedom  in  ihnerica. 

Unless  America  can  be  protected  from  international  exploitation,  we  will 
exhaust  our  national  life  either  on  the  battle-fields  of  the  old  vforld  or  in  the 
international  socialist  government  which  will  take  title  to  America  and  syphon 
away  our  wealth  for  the  benefit  of  other  peoples,  leaving  us  the  impoverished 
slaves  of  foreign  masters.  A  program  of  definite  action  is  needed  to  chart  soundly 
the  course  in  the  saving  of  American  freedom.  It  is  desperately  needed  to  arouse 
hope  in  the  hearts  of  countless  citizens  who  are  bewildered  over  what  is  happening- 
but  do  not  know  what  to  do  or  how  to  do  it.  Our  program  of  action  mil  speak  for 
those  discouraged  and  alarmed  citizens, 

SECOND:  To  tie  together  all  the  hundreds  of  already  organized  groups  in

ALWAYS  mmSBER  the  Declaration  of  Purpose,  and  the  Statement  of  Intent,  are  the 
Sum,  the  Precipitate,  of  the  thought  and  the  total  driving  puroose  of  those  who 
made  up  the  first  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM! 

Just  less  than  $00  individuals  registered;  over  600  were  present*  So  many  failed 
to  register  adequately  and  properly  that  it  is  difficult  to  state  exactly  how  many 
organizations  were  represented.  We  know  there  were  more  than  11$  organizations 
registered.  We  have  sound  reasons  to  believe  that  well  over  230  organizations 
were  represented  by  delegates  and  observers,

We  mil  NOT  list  those  who  were  present*  Those  of  us  whose  names  were  known  while 
the  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM  was  in  process  of  organization  were  the  targets  for  every 
form  of  smear  and  vilification  those  opposed  to  Constitutional  Government  could 
exert,  Moreoever,.  we  know  that  some  of  those  whose  names  we  listed  as  probable 
delegates,  observers,  or  visitors,  were  subjected  to  every  possible  pressure  to 
persuade  them  to  stay  away.  And  we  know  that  substantial  and  important  persons 
stayed  away.  We  don*  t  blame  anybody.  We  know  that  practically  every  speaker  we

announced  on  our  program  was  made  the  target  for  all  kinds  of  pressure  to  cancel 
engagements.  To  the  glory  of-  the  kind  of  persons  we  invited  to  speak,  be  it  made 
a  matter  of  proud  record  that  not  one  quit  us.  And  the  same  holds  good  for  Archie 
Roosevelt,  Mary  Cain,  Ev  Taylor  and  Irving.  Mezger.  They  are  Americans..  You  are 
Americans.  We  are  Americans j  and  we  are  thrillingly  proud  of  being  one  of  you. 

Where  did  all  this  opposition  come  from?  From  a  large  organization  in  Los 
Angeles  which  we  are  told  sent  out  thousands  of  letters  and  printed  pieces  against 
the  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM?  from  a  clergyman,  with  a  national  periodical  and  letter, 
in  Los  Angeles.  From’  'some  sources  in  the  Pacific  Northwest?  from  Wyoming?  from 
Arizona?  from  Nebraska?  from  Illinois?  Michigan,  Ohio,  New  York,  Pennsylvania 
and  from  the  South.  From  so-called  patriotic  organizations,  patriotic  groups, 
as  wexi  as  onviotCh  aucoersxvsa.  Frotu' petty -people  who  were  actuated  chiefly  by 
the  thing  that  moves  persons  to  spread  gossip  .  And  there  was  opposition  -  stiff, 
nasty  opposition  -  from  sources  right  here  in  the  Nation* s  Capital,  from  people 
connected  with  incumbents  in  the  offices  of  the  Members  of  Congress.  We  don't 
knew  whether  this  originated  in  the  Administration. 

We  can  honestly  sa.y  we  feel  no  rancor.  It  all  goes  with  what  we  are  doing.  But 
we  are  on  the  brink  of  starting  the  organization  of  another  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM, 
as  formally  fixed  at  Omaha  in  October.  And  it  seems  to  us  you,  out  there,  who 
must  help  us,  should  understand  what  you  and  we  confront.  You  and  we  are  striv¬ 
ing  to  establish  a  national  liaison,  a  means  to:work  together,  nationally,  with 
a  tie  between  all  of  us,  a  tie  between  the  various  States,  the  different  regions 
and  the  separate  individual  organizations.  This  kind  of  unity  alarms  the  sub¬ 
versives  and  those  who  do  not  believe  we  should  base  our  Government  on  the 
Constitution.  Separate,  spread  widely  in  small  diverse  groups,  working  alone, 
we  don't  have  much  collective  significance.  But  -  working  together,  no  matter 
how  loosely,  we  are  a  patriotic  power,  something  they  fear. 

We  had  this  in  mind  when  it  came  time  to  adopt  many  different  Resolutions  at  the 
CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM.  Many  of  us  did  not  feel  happy  about  some  of  these  Resolu¬ 
tions.  Some  of  them  made  you  feel  let  down  from  the  striking,  elevated  ideals 
of  the.  Declarau-Lyii  o±-  Purposes  anu»  ttre.  Hlgrritevel  of  /-great  -sp&at,hos . ,  But, 

after  all  these  Resolutions  representedT'tHe  essence :  of  me  earnest,  sincere  ideals 
and  objectives  of  those  whq_had  another  slant  on  the  subject"  than  we  had?  and, 
they  may  bo  broadly  right . as  we  are?  it  is  all  in  the  point  of  view,  in  the 
place  where  you  stand.  Their  thinking  and  their  hopes, • in  the  broadest  sense  ran 
along  with  ours?  they  all  fervently  agreed  with  the  need  to  find  the  Common  De¬ 
nominator  of  a  Constitutional  Government,  a  Government  of  laws  -  not .a  Government 
of  dictators,  men.  They  all  believed  in  the  adoption  of  the  Bricker  Amendment? 
in  the  viciousness  of  the  UN?  in  forcing  Communists  from  the  payroll?  and  in  the 
many  other  imperatives  of  re-establishing  a  sound  American  Government,  •  And  so 
they  went  along  with  us  and  we  went  along  with  them,  one  with  the  other,  giving 
here,  taking  there  and  .finally  bringing  our  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM  to  a  close,  with 
the  conviction  that  we  have  definitely  and  forcefully  gone  forward,  taking .the 
steps  dramatically  outlined  in  the  Declaration  of  Purpose,  and  in  the  Statement 
of  Intent. 

A  young  friend  writes  this  comment:  ’’This  Cpnference  was  perhaps  disappointing  in 
■3HH?-  concrete  accomplishments,  and  yet,  looking  back  some  definite  advances  were 
made  which,  if  consolidated,  might  yet  result  in  some  profound  changes  on  the 
American  political  scene." 

Youth  is  impatient.  Youth  wants  a  dashing  completed  flourish.  'What  this  Youth 
fails  to  grasp  is  that  the  Declaration  of  Purpose  and  the  Statement  of  Intent,  are 
marked  concrete  accomplishments,  just  as  profoundly  important  in  effect  as  the 
documents  and- the  actions  in  1776  and  1789.  In  still  another  sense  we  are  today 
where  Americans  were  in  i860,  when  Lincoln,  one  snowy  night,  made  his  immortal 
speech  at  Cooper  Union.  In  simplest  terms,  we  very  quickly  must  make  up  our  minds 
whether  we  want  to  live  under  a  Collectivist  Government  or  fight  for  a  Constitu¬ 
tional  Goverment  -  for  individuals.  And  what  we  do  the  next  six  months  in  pre¬ 
paring  the  CONGRESS  OF  FREEDOM  to  be  held  at  Omaha  April  22,  23,  2h,  19$k,  will 
largely  determine  our  course.  And  let  us  pray  fervently  our  young  friend,  and

destroy  our  boys,  is  deplorable,  and  insofar  as  the  tragic  casualties,  past  and 
future,  on  the  field  of  international  battle  are  concerned,  unforgivable  shameful.

'and  treason  in  places  of \ highest  trust,  andhwp  urge  these  men_of  courage  not  to 
be 'deterred  for  a  moment ‘‘by  the  barrage  of  propaganda  from  their  enemies  endea¬ 
voring  to  destroy  these  loyal  public  servants  in  order  to  conceal  the  further 
exposure  of  such  subversion  and  treason,  and  we  particularly  commend  for  their 
effective  courage  under  fire  the  Committees  of  Senators  Jenner  and  McCarthy  and 
Representative  Velde..

become  Instrumentalities  -of  feregs-  which  wogltr  COoSxude  or  distort  any  part  of  the 
truth  concerning  our  great  country,  its  magnificent  heritage  and  traditions  and 
its  splendid  destiny  as  a  great  free  ‘power  and  which. would  mould  the  minds  of 
our  people,  young  and  old,  in  accordance  with  their  own  subversive  ideology.

The  Congress  of  Freedom  recognises  that  the  tremendous  popular  demonstration 
for  the  present  administration  in  November*  1952$  made  it  incumbent  on  all  citizens 
to  cooperate  in  every  way  therewith  to  the  end  of  achieving  the  change  from  the 
principles,  domestic  and  international*  of  the  previous  two  administrations*  which 
change  the  voters  justifiably  expected*  but  the  Congress  is  convinced  that  if*

We  believe  that  the  precious  freedom  of  personal  choice  which  is  basic  and 
inherent  in  our  American  system  stands  in  danger  of  annihilation  by  the  activities 
of  many  pressure  groups  which  would  abridge  or  curtail  this  most  fundamental  right# 

We  believe  that  the  founders  of  our  nation  would  have  considered  such  an  in¬ 
vasion  of  personal  liberty  as  completely  fantastic  and  beyond  the  realm  of  pos¬

!,I) ©centralism”  in  this  sense  means  not  only  decentralization  in  space  and 
the  restoration  of  States’  Rights,  it  means  also  functional  decentralization  and 
the  limiting  of  the  Federal  Government  to  its  Constitutional  function  of  safe¬ 
guarding  common  rights  to  life,  Liberty  and  the  Pursuit  of  Happiness.  .
